COUNTING SUNSHINE. 

For some time past an interesting 
little instrument -hag been on daily 
duty at the metecrological. observatcry 
on Fifth street, in charge of Harri- 
son Young. This is an instrument the 
purpose of which is to record the num- 
ber of hours and minutes of sunshine 
each day of the year. 

The manner of recording the sun- 
shine is avery simple one. A solid 
glass bilb, five inches in diameter is 
hung in a quadrant and underneath the 
the bulb gs placed in a half circle, a 
strip of blue cardboard divided into gec- 
tions, representing’ the hours of the 
day. The rays of the gun shining 
through the glass burns into the card- 
board and record each minute or 
hour of gunghine. A blank space. ig 
left on the cardboard during the 
time clouds have passed between the 
gun and the earth.
